DEVALUATION TO BE 
BY PROCLAMATION 


This Is Expected to Follow 
Soon—Taking Title to 
Reserve Gold Will Fur- 
nish $2,00,000,000 Sta- 
bilization Fund.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29. — Con- 
@&ressional action was completed to- 
day on the administration’s dollar 
revaluation bill. The House accept- 
ed it, with Senate changes, by unan- 
jmous consent. 

The bill cannot go to President 
Roosevelt for his signature until to- 
morrow, however, since the Senate 


is in recess today and had not 
granted Vice-President Garner au- 
thority to sign it. 

Sixteen minutes of consideration 
were given to the Senate amend- 
ments, most of this by Chairman 
Somers of the Coinage Committee, 
who explained the Senate changes. 

Representative Snell, the Reput- 
lican leader, and members of his 
party agreed to the procedure by 
vhich the bill was finally passed, 
although Snell remarked that the 
Senate amendments had not been 
printed, so House members had no 
actual 
changes. Somers rejoined that they 
had appeared in the Congressional 
Record of Saturday. 

The President had Speaker Rai- 
on the wire just before the 
House met, and told him the Senate 
three-year time limitation on the 
$2,000,000,000 stabilization fund and 
his dollar revaluation powers and 
other amendments were satisfactory 
Bto him. 

An amendment added by the Sen- 
ate Saturday, just before passage 
by a 66 to 23 count, gives the Presi- 
dent power, if he wants to use it, 
to issue silver certificates against 
such of the metal as is purchased 
from domestic producers, 


Proclamation Expected. 


Shortly after he receives the bill, 
the President is expected to issue a 
proclamation for devaluation of the 
gold dollar. Also he is expected to 

wiake title at once to the Federal Re- 


ney 


e’serve System’s gold supply and 


set up the $2,000,000,000 stabilization 
fund with the profits arising from 
the devaluation. 

By fixing a 50 to 60 per cent 
bracket on the dollar’s future fluc- 
tuations—that is, reducing the 23.22 
grains of fine gold behind each dol- 
lar by 40 to 50 per cent—the Treas- 
ury is assured a minimum profit on 
the dollar value of the nation’s gold 
of $2,666,666,666. 

That profit is on the basis of a 
60 per cent revaluation, the figure 
indicated by the present Govern- 
ment gold price. Dividing the legal 
mint gold price of $2067 by the 
Treasury price of $34.45, gives an 
even 60 result. 


Britain’s Money Objective. 


At present, Britain’s money ob- 
jectives and those of this country 
,2re not regarded as necessarily op- 
gPosed. The United States wants to 
keep the dollar cheap in foreign ex- 
changes as an export stimulus. Lon- 
apparently, has thoughtfully 
studied its huge foreign capital in- 
vestments, and decided 
should be paid in a costly pound. Its 
equalization funds has been used 
accordingly. 

But Britain, too, has a large ex- 
port trade. Pending possible sta- 
bilization, there is an expected 
struggle for world export markets. 
puventually the two nations, how- 
ever, are expected to talk stabiliza- 
tion, but there has been nothing to 
indicate that these parleys will come 
in the immediate future. 


No Understanding With London. 


It is stated authoritatively that 
the Treasury has reached no under- 
standing with London on the rela- 
live position of the pound and dol- 
lar. In other words, this Govern- 
ment will employ what Secretary 
Morgenthau terms its $2,000,000,900 
of “blue chips” independently of 
England's use of her equally large 
equalization fund,

It is the contention of the prose- 
cution that Dr. Kennedy made a 
dying declaration to his two broth- 
ers, Dr. Henry Kennedy and Dr. 
Barney Kennedy, that Dr. Dean 
served him a poisonous highball.

‘preference being given to Ameri- 
can wines.”

FOR 1184 NEW NAVY PLANES 


President Would Have Authority to 
Order Construction in Line With 
Treaty-Limit Fieet.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The 
House Naval Committee voted to- 
day to give the President blanket 
authority to provide an airplane 
contingent for the Navy commen- 
surate with a treaty-limit ‘fleet, in- 
volving 1184 new planes costing 
$95,000,000. . 

An amendment, providing only 
for the general authority without 
specifying the number of planes or 
time of buiiding, will be offered to- 
morrow by Chairman. Vinson 
(Dem.), Georgia, when the House 
takes up his bill to provide for 
building the fleet, to treaty limits. 

The committee, without an ob- 
jecting vote, approved the amend- 
ment after Admiral William. H. 
Standley read letters from the Bud- 
get Director explaining this was 
considered more advisable than to 
specify the number of planes to be 
built by years. 

Admiral Standley and Rear Ad- 
miral Ernest J. King explained to 
the committee that 2184 planes, in- 
cluding replacements, would be 
needed for the treaty-strength fleet 
contemplated by the Vinson bill.

Shortly before the Governor act- 
ed, Dillinger and those arrested 
here with him—Harry Pierpont, 
Charlies Makley and Russell Clark 
—fhad waived extradition to Wis- 
donsin, where there is only a bank 
robbery charge against them. In: 
a signed statement at Tucson, 
where they are held, they expressed 
readiness to accompany Racine po- 
lice officers out of Arizona at once. 
The prompt signing of the Dil- 
linger requisition by Gov. Moeur 
may result in a race between Indi- 
ana and Wisconsin officers to take 
him. 

Indiana also has requisitioned the 
other three men, but has agreed to 
assign them to Ohio, on charges of 
murder growing out of the killing 
of Sheriff Jess Sarber at Lima, 
when Pierpont, Clark and Makley 
released Dillinger from jail there 
last October. 

Police Chief Nicholas Makar of 
East Chicago, Ind.; Sheriff Carroll 
Holley of Lake County, Ind.; R. G. 
Estill, Lake County prosecutor, and 
Robert Wilgus, an eyewitness of 
an East Chicago bank robbery, 
headed the authorities who are 
here to take charge of the out- 
laws. 

Another Indiana officer, Matt 
Leach, State Police Chief, said he 
wanted Dillinger for Indiana. He 
accused the gangster chief of kill- 
ing Patrolman Pat O’Malley during 
a bank robbery at East Chicago. 
Wilgus witnessed this. Leach said 
he would also demand Miss Mary 
Kinder for aiding in the prison de- 
livery of 10 of.Dillinger’s hench- 
men at Michigan City, Ind., Sept. 
26. Clark, Pierpont and Makley 
were among those who escaped. 
Two other women arrested with 
Dillinger and his men, Opal Long 
and Ann Martin, Leach said, will 
be turned over to whoever wants 
them. 

Walking into the cell block at 
Tucson containing -Dillinger, Chief 
Makar and Sheriff Holley said sim- 
ultaneously: “He’s the man who 
killed O'Malley.” 

Dillinger scowled and paced his 
cell.

ESCAPE PLOT FOILED 
AT MISSOURI PRISON 


Improvised Pistol Which Was 
to Have Been Used in Break 
Is Found.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 29.— 
Missouri penitentiary officials an- 
nounced today they apparently had 
frustrated the plans of five or six 
convicts in “I” hall to escape 
through the main gate of the peni- 
tentiary. Guards seized an impro- 
vised pistol which was to have been 
used to force guards to unlock the 

ate. 

Officials also reported breaking 
up a narcotic smuggling ring, 
through discovery of a large quan- 
tity of morphine, which had been 
sent into the prison concealed in a 
mirror. Three convicts in whose 
cell the drugs were found are being 
held in solitary confinement. 

Warden Sanders said information 
had been received by prison officers 
three or four weeks ago that a pis- 
tol, or an improvised one, was con- 
cealed somewhere in the prison. 
From the same source they were 
informed that five or six men con- 
firied in “I” hall were in the escape 
plot. The warden said he was told 
these men planned to go to the 
prison hospital some morning. on 
sick call, break from the hospital 
line as they passed the deputy war- 
den’s office, and with the impro- 
vised pisto] force an officer to take 
them through the inner and outer 
gates at the main entrance of the 
prison. 

The pistol, cleverly improvised 
from bits of steel and pipe, closely 
resembled an automatic pistol. It}. 
was found by an assistant deputy 
warden, T. J. Reardon of St. Louis, 
concealed in an elevator shaft in 
the prison dining hall. 

Identity of the men suspected of 
being in the escape plot was not di- 
vulged. 

A supply of morphine, valued at 
about $500 at convict prices, needles 
and other equipment were seized 
by Capt. Reardon in a cell in “B” 
hall, occupied by Hrmal Jay Lime 
and John E. Gellispie of Kansas 
City and Lynn H. Swope of St. Jo- 
seph. Lime and Gellispie are serv- 
ing life terms from March 1, 1932, 
for bombing, and Swope is serving 
a 15-year sentence from Dec. * 
1927, for robbery. 

Reardon said a search of the cell 
disclosed the morphine had been 
concealed in the back of a mirror 
which had been“mailed to one of 
the convicts, Information had been 
received that a shipment of mor- 
phine Was to be sent into the prison 
several days ago, he said. Indica- 
tions also were found, he said, that 
an earlier shipment had been sent 
into the prison concealed in a small 
picture frame.

Statement by Lon W. Harlow. 
The fatality occurred about 9:30 

p. m, Saturday, after Mrs. Comfort 
had retired. In his statement to 
the Coroner, Lon W. Harlow, one 
of the group of card players, said 
Maj. Comfort was in the best of 
spirits when he-went upstairs, and 
that none of the party was appre- 
hensive until he was heard to fall. 
They went upstairs and found his 
body lying on a bedroom floor, with 
his feet in a closet, the door of 
which he had opened.

Pointing out Touhy in court, 
Henrichsen testified he had known 
him for seven years. Under ques- 
tioning by Prosecutor Wilbert 
Crowley, Henrichsen said that he 
was arrested Jan. 9, charged with 
Touhy and three others with the 
kidnaping of Factor, and agreed 
then to turn State’s evidence. 

Henrichsen testified that he rent- 
ed, in suburban Glenview, at Tou- 
hy’s direction, the house which Fac- 
tor has identified as the one in 
which he was held during part of 
his 12 days’ imprisonment last July. 
Factor was released for $70,000 
ransom and a promise to pay more. 

Henrichsen said he had been em- 
ployed by Touhy for four and one- 
half years, driving a beer truck for 
$100 a week in the summer months 
and for $50 or $60 during the win- 
ter. He rented the house in the 
second week of June, Henrichsen 
said, at which time he was employed 
as a guard at Touhy’s home. He 
identified pictures of the house as 
the one he rented, the pictures hav- 
ing been identified previously by 
Factor. 

Henrichsen said he knew a: of 
the defendants, and in turn pointed 
out Touhy, Gustav (Gloomy Gus) 
Schaefer, alias Stevens; Edward 
(Father Tom) McFadden and Al- 
bert (Polly Nose) Kator. 

He then identified photographs 
of Basil Banghari and “Ice Wagon” 
Connors, and said he met them in 
company with the defendants. He 
said he knew Banghart as “Al 
Green” and Connors only as “Ice.” 
Connors and Banghart are fugitives 
— justice in the Factor kidnap- 
ng. 

Henrichsen was regarded as one 
of the State’s star witnessses, rank- 
ing next to Factor, who had point- 
ed out Touhy, Schaefer and Kator 
as his kidnapers. 

Henrichsen testified that Touhy 
surprised him with a gift of $1000 
on July 14, two days after Factor 
had been released for $70,000 ran- 
som. The $1000 was in $10 and $20 
bills, Henrichsen said. The Factor 
ransom was paid in such bills, ear- 
lier witnesses testified. : 

“What did he give you the money 
for?” Henrichsen was asked. “To 
buy a car,” Henrichsen responded. 
He testified that the $1000 was not 
salary, that Touhy did not owe him 
any money, but said Touhy had al- 
ways promised that he would buy 
Henrichsen a car to repay him for 
the use of his own, frequently 
pressed into service on one or an- 
other of the beer gang’s errands. 

McFadden was brought into the 
case for the first time by Henrich- 
sen, who said that McFadden was 
quartered with other Touhy em- 
ployes in one of several houses the 
gang leader operated. McFadden’s 
son, Eddie, lived there also, Hen- 
richsen said. 

Henrichsen identified pictures of 
other members of the Touhy gang. 
Frank (Porky) Dillon was a mem- 
ber, he testified, as was Jim (Trou- 
ble) Tribbles, killed in a raid on 
the headquarters of an independent 
Chicago teamsters’ union last sum- 
mer. 

Henrichsen’s Duties in the Case. 

As for his own duties at the 
time of the kidnaping, Henrichsen 
said they consisted mostly of 
guarding Roger Touhy’s home and 
“watching Roger’s kids.” He did 
not carry weapons, the former po- 
liceman said, but kept a shotgun 
in the children’s playhouse.

Mrs. Lucitta Sumpter, the ac- 
cused man’s mother, is in a Gal- 
lup (N. M.) hospital recovering 
from a broken pelvis. Attendants 
said she had expected her son to 
come for her funday. 

Sumpter was arrested last night 
in a chase that started as Patrol- 
man James Hickey heard blows 
coming from a hidden space be- 
tween the First National Bank of 
Winslow and an adjoining build- 
ing. During the three-block chase, 
the officer fired several shots be- 
fore Dillworth, an _ electrician by 
trade, surrendered. 

Police Chief R. L. Neil of Wins- 
low said the former candidate, who 
was equipped with tools, explosives 
and a supply of water, admitted he 
planned to tunnel into the bank 
before it opened today. Chief Neil 
said the tunneling apparently had 
been started early Sunday. Sump- 
ter was brought ‘to the county jail 
here after his arrest. 

During the election campaign, 
Sumpter traveled through the State 
on horsesback and later in an auto- 
mobile which als6 served as his liv- 
ing quarters at night. His cam- 
paign pledges were pasted on the 
car. He poiied nearly 7000 votes 
and was the first Socialist candi- 
date in Arizona to lead a major 
party opponent in the final count.

Filipie, a Turk, who lived in several 
cities on the west coast and in Chi- 


cago. * 

He had married in Los Angeles 

under the name of Millard 8. F. 

, and his wife, who was 
formerly Mrs. Anna May McLeod of 
Los Angel«s, is held in Burlington 
County jail pending completion of 
the investigation of his death. 
There is no charge against her. 

The wife told authorities Edouard 
had been despondent and shot him- 
self in the head while driving their 
car near Florence Saturday. She 
said they were on their way to New 
York, where he told her he had 
$110,000 cn deposit in a New York 
bank. Police have been unable to 
find this fund. 

Parker said the identification was 
made by United States immigration 
authorities, who disclosed that Fili- 
pie had been held in Chicago a few 
years ago, facing deportation. 

The message from immigration 
offi informed Parker that Fili- 
pie born in March, 1889, in 
Turkey. 

Filipie came to the United States 
in 1920, immigration authorities 
said. He returned to Turkey in 
1926 and came back to this country 
the same year. 

Information in immigration files 
showed he was in Clevelarid in 
1927, and moved to Los Angeles in 
February, 1929. In 1930 he went to 
San Francisco and from there to 
Chicago. 

Police plan to re-enact his killing 
today. Authorities are inclined to 
accept his wife's story. She said he 
claimed relationship to prominent 
French political leaders; that he 
was French, and that he had exten- 
sive real estate operations in Chi- 
cago. 

Mrs. Edouard once was the wife 
of Dr. J. M. McLeod of St. Joseph, 
Mo., whom she drtvorced in 1916.

The total net debt, or gross debt 
less sinking funds and other assets 
held for debt retirement, for the 
Federal and local governments 
amounted to $36,822,064,000 in 1932, 
as compared with $30,845,626,000 in 
1922 and $4,850,460,000 in 1912. This 
represents an increase of 536 per 
cent from 1912 to 1922 and an in-

Foreign Policy — Sees 
Danger of Currency War as 
Result of Cheapened Dollar 


Reports in Analysis of Roosevelt Monetary 
Plan That Conflict Would Involve 
- “Evils of Uncontrolled Inflation.”

WASHIN GTON » Jan. 29.—The 
administration’s present gold pol- 
icy, which involves depreciation of 
the dollar -in foreign exchange 


through the use of the $2,000,000,- 
000 stabilization fund created by the 
gold nationalization bill, is seen by 
the Foreign Policy Association, in a 
report published today, as contain- 
ing the danger of a currency war, 
“involving all the evils of uncon- 
trolled inflation and greatly accen- 
tuating international animosities.” 

The Foreign Policy Association's 
report, by Maxwell S. Stewart, an- 
alyzes the international aspects of 
the administration’s monetary pol- 
icy and states that should this pol- 
icy “continue to exercise a depress- 
ing effect on world prices, foreign 
nations will obviously be forced to 
adopt defensive measures against 
the challenge of the cheapened dol- 
lar.” 

Three Defense Weapons. 

The report cites three measures 
which foreign countries have adopt- 
ed in the past and which might be 
applied against the United States. 
These include “the imposition of a 
surtax equal to the differential be- 
tween current exchange rates and 
the par value of the depreciated 
currency” and “various forms of 
quantitative trade regulation, such 
as the quota system, which, if prop- 
erly administered, furnish a still 
more complete protection against 
depreciating currencies.” 

“A third and even more power 
ful weapon of defense, which for- 
eign countries have so far been ex- 
tremely loathe to use, is that of 
competitive currency depreciation,” 
the report continues. “With all but 
a few countries having already 
abandoned the gold standard, it is 
to be expected that the forced de- 
preciation of the dollar will be ac- 
companied by a corresponding drop 
in the gold value of all paper cur- 
rencies. Although all responsible 
British authorities believe that ex- 
tension of the present currency war- 
fare would be disastrous, the fact 
t:at the decline of sterling has not 
been greater to date is probably due 
primarily to the extraordinary in- 
flux of capital into London rather 
than to concerted attempts to bol- 
ster the value of the pound. 


To the Outside World. 
While it is possible that the 


United Kingdom will rely on the 
tariff as a means of withstanding 


| the pressure of the dollar, many 


debtor countries have been put into 
a much more difficult position. Ar- 
gentina’s recent action in “unpeg- 
ging” the peso is asserted to be. 
at least partially due to the cheap- 
ened dollar. 

“In the final analysis, most au- 
thorities would agree that in view 
of the fact of world interdepend- 
ence the guccess of the Govern- 
ment’s monetary policy turns on its 
effect on world economic condi- 
tions. The majority of foreign ob- 
servers believe that unless Ameri- 
can prices are raised to the full ex- 
tent of dollar depreciation, the pol- 
icy is bound to prove injurious to 
the outside world. Any form of 
commercial uncertainty is neces- 
sarily damaging to international 
trade and therefore to the principal 
trading nations. 

“Moreover, while the absorption 
of gold from foreign countries is 
not one of the objectives of the ad- 
ministration’s program, there is a 
strong possibility that in order to 
make the policy effective a consid- 
erable amount of gold may have to 
be purchased—which will seriously 
undermine the reserves of such 
countries as are still on the gold 
standard. 

“Whether this would of necessity 
drive France off gold is by no 
means certain, but the positions of 
Holland, Switzerland and Belgium 
are clearly precarious. If the cur- 
rencies of these countries are 
forced from the gold standard by 
pressure from the American dollar, 
they would undoubtedly fall to a 
substantial discount, and the Unit- 
ed States would be immediately be- 
reft of the advantages it set out to 
obtain. 

Sympathetic Action. 


“There is a further possibility 
that sterling and the other curren- 
cies already independent of gold 
would be allowed to fall in sympa- 
thy with the decline of the dollar, 
in which case there would be grave 
danger of a currency war involving 
all the evils of uncofttrolled infla- 
tion and greatly accentuating inter- 
national animosities. At the very 
least, European inflation would en- 
tail drastic political readjustments 
of a far-reaching character. 

“Moreover, while the advantages 
accruing to American exporters 
from an undervalued dollar may 
easily be ervaggerated, foreign na- 
tions are bound to resent a per- 
sistent and relentless offer of cheap 
American supplhes. unaccompanied 
by a proportionate increase in its 
demand for foreign products.” 


SEVERE EARTHQUAKE 
IN SOUTRERN MEXICO 


90 Per Cent of Buildings Dam- 
aged in Acapulco, a Sea 
Coast City.

MEXICO, D. F., Jan. 29. — A se- 
vere earthquake was felt over an 
area of 1000 square miles in the 
State of Guerrero, on the southern 
coast of Mexico, yesterday after- 


noon. 

Most of the 20,000 residents of 
Acapulco, a seacoast city where 90 
per cent of the buildings were 
damaged, spent the night out doors. 
Numerous light shocks were felt 
several hours after the heavy 
quake at 1:10 p. m. 

Electric light lines in Acapulco 
and nearby towns were destroyed, 
and several rivers overflowed, in- 
undating fields and damaging 
crops. / 

The Acapulco reservoir was 
drained, for fear a break in the 
dam would result in flooding the 
city. 

The Red Cross and other relief 
organizations prepared to speed aid 
to the stricken region as soon as a 
definite check could be made. 
Many persons were reported in- 
jured.

Authoritative diplomatic sources 
said today negotiations with the 
Soviet Government, started even 
before recognition was accorded, 
have reached a point where deci- 
sion by President Roosevelt on a 
general foreign trade policy could 
see the debt question settled too. 

Between $300,000,000 and $400,- 
000,000 borrowed by Russia under 
the Czars is involved, offset »y 
Soviet counter-claims against the 
United States for its part in the 
Archangel expedition. Millions in 
private claims are mixed in also. 

The Soviet approach to the ques- 
tions has been tied in inextricably 
with the procurement of new Amer- 
ican credits for trade purposes.

Spokesman Says Tokio Expects 

Yearly Attacks from Russia.

TOKIO, Jan. 29.—The Japanese 
Foreign Office spokesman today 
answered the implied attack on Ja- 
pan contained in Friday’s speech 
of Joseph Stalin, Soviet dictator.

Then Le- 
brun turned to Jules Jeanneny, but 
bue he refused to attempt to form 
a Government because of ill health. 
Ferdinand Emile Boiusson was ap- 
proached later, but he also de- 
clined.

Proposes a Spinoza Society. 

fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I WOULD like very much to determine 

whether there are extant in this city 
any individuals who are sufficiently in- 
terested (with the proper scientific prep- 
aration, of course) in the metaphysical 
aspects of Spinoza's system of philosophy, 
to form a group for the furtherance of 
study in this direction and for the per- 
petuation of his work. In those cities 
where such organized groups are preva- 
lent, they nearly always {ake the form 
of an Ethical Culture organization, stich 
as the one we have here in St. Louis. 

The reason for this trend becomes ob- 
vious when it is understood that the 
ethical precepts of this great philosoph- 
ical master are readily comprehensible, 
whereas his concepts of the Source and 
his extension into a universe pervaded 
by Thought.have been likened by a noted 
philosophic historian to “a lion's lair,

There is a respect in which the first report of 
Joseph B. Bastman, Federal Co-ordinator of Trans 
portation, is less interesting than what he is to haye. 
to say in a subsequent report upon the relation of- 
the railways to other forms of transport. * 

It is not surprising to learn that Mr. Dastman. 
while favorable to eventual Government ownership 
and operation of the railroads, does not believe this 
a suitable time for such an adventyre; or that to 
group the railroads into a few great systems, after 
something like the Prince plan, is not in his 
judgment either practicable or desirable now. To 
assume an industry capitalized at some 19 bil- 
lion dollars when the Federal credit is being strained 
to rally the country from depression would be un- 
wise. It would put an undue strain upon the Fed- 
eral Treasury. It would moreover arouse protests 
both from the owners of the railroads and the pub- 
lic. The one would claim that the railroads were 
taken over at depression prices; the other would 
claim that they were taken over upon the basis of 
expectations which may not be realized. E 
The consolidation plan is equally inefficacious at 
the moment. The railroad industry is in process of 
evolution, and it is impossible to say at what point 
the Government might step in and reassemble it with 
any hope of betterment for the railroads or the coun- 
try. The Coordinator realizes this. He therefore 
favors the status quo until the way is clearer. He 
is not convinced that the present situation cannot be 
satisfactorily worked out and made to serve for a 
considerable period. This is, we believe, in line with 
the better thought of railroad students. Until we 
can know how far the railways are to be placed upon 
an equa) footing with all other forms of transport, 
it is impossible to foresee what their place in trans- 
portation is to be. : 

It is therefore what Mr. Eastman is to have to say 
upon this latter subject that is thiefly interesting. 
The railroads encounter unfair competition in trucks 
and busses, and to some extent in other transport. 
They are paying enormous taxes, a part of whith 
goes to the construction and maintenance of high- 
ways used by untaxed competitors. They are more- 
over restrained by Federal regulations not altogeth- 
er applicable to the present situation, many of which 
derive from*the Transportation Act of 1920. The 
railroads enjoyed a practical monopoly of transporta- 
tion in 1920. They do not do so now. The restraints 
upon them which were designed to regulate monopo- 
ly have become inconsistent with a competitive con- 
dition in which the railroads require freedom to 
survive. We are sure the Co-ordinator appreciates 
this, and we expect that he will say so. 

Mr. Eastman’s immediate task is to find a place 
for the railroads in the whole pattern of transporta. 
tion. Congress expects him to do this. It expects 
that he will submit a plan tying all transport into 
such a pattern, one giving the Government control 
over all interstate traffic.

way supply interests. Says the Traffic World: 
Suppose Congress and the President—or mere- 
ly the President—are impressed with what Mr. 
BHastman says with respect to Government own- 
ership as a cure for transportation ills: what is . 
- to hinder the promulgation of a plan to take 
over the railroads now? It would cost billions 
of public money, to be sure, but what are a few 
billions these days in governmental expenditure? 
We are not trying to be funny; it would not be 
at all surprising if the President ‘approved the 
Bastman idea and set about it to get the money’ 
through a bond issue, convincing Congress that 
the bonds would be subscribed for by the public 
and that the Government could make the rail- 
roads pay satisfactory dividends on the bonds, 
Congress seems to be easily convinced of the 
excellence of any idea promulgated by President 
Roosevelt. This may be partly due to the Roose- 
velt salesmanship, but it is also due to the fact 
that members of Congress fear to do otherwise 
than as requested by President Roosevelt jest 
their constituents back home deal with them. 
The practical way to meet. this situation, then, is 
for those constituents to show their representa- 
tives in the House and Senate that Government 
ownership of the railroads is.not wanted. 


Upon the contrary, there is no such threat. The 


much greater threat came long ago from the ex-j. 


ploitation of the railroad industry by Wall Street 
bankers and the consequent relief which the Govern 
ment was compelled to give the industry to save it 
from collapse. It is net improbable that Govern- 
ment ownership may become in time the solution of 
the railroad problem. The relation of the railroad 
industry to all other transport may become such as 
to require that the Government take the railroads 
over and operate them. Certainly what Mr. East- 
man has said in his first report is the best assur- 
ance that nothing of the kind is imminent now. 

It would in our judgment be wise for the indus- 
try to co-operate with the Co-ordinator upon the lines 
he has suggested. It should be heartening to most 
of the railroad executives to have one in such a 
powerful place agree with them that, with due pa- 
tience and perseverance, the situation can be worked 
out without greatly disturbing the present set-up. 
A good beginning would be to adopt his suggestion 
that more earnings be used to reduce debts and that 
less earnings go into dividends. Had the railroads 
done this in prosperous times, there would be few 
receiverships now. 

Meanwhile, the country awaits Mr. Eastman’s re- 
port as to trucks, busses, pipe lines, airplanes, wa 
terways, etc. 


SUNSHINE VS. SMOKE. 

Shaw’s Garden had 142% fewer hours of sunshine 
in 1933 than its arboretum, 34 miles away, according 
to statistics issued by Director George T. Moore. 
The figures are not exclusively of botanical interest, 
but have a direct bearing on the physical well-being 
of all St. Louisans. The chief reason that the urban 
garden’s 58 hours of sunshine in December were 39 
hours less than the rural arboretum’s quota was, of 
course, the city’s pall of smoke. The differences in 
sunshine hours between the two points were great- 
est dering the smokiest months, from November to 
March, inclusive. 

“Where comes no sun the doctor comes,” says an 
old Italian proverb. Rickets and anemia are direct- 
ly attributable to lack of sunshine, not to mention 
the aggravation of other ailments and the respira- 
tory afflictions resulting from smoke. If the botan- 
ical garden’s figures dealt with reduction in the 
health-giving ultra-violet rays, even greater differ- 
ences would have appeared. A recent survey showed 
that in New York City, even on sunny days, about 
25 per cent of the ultra-violet rays were lost in 
passing through 200 feet of city air. And St. Louis 
is a smokier city than New York! 

Shaw’s Garden Arboretum was established to 
escape the city’s smoke, which was killing hundreds 
of plants and trees and stunting the growth of others 
at the Shaw boulevard site. As pertinently remarked 
by one of the speakers in the present anti-smoke 
campaign, “If St. Louis air has enough carbon, sul- 
phur, chlorine and arsenic in it to kill a pine tree, 
it certainly isn’t doing our children any good.” To 
substitute healthful sunshine for poisonous smoke is 
the objective in the campaign of inspection and in- 
struction, and the search for a cheap smokeless fuel, 
now under way. 
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To find anything comparable to the present trénd 
of things in Washington, Senator Reed has gone all 
the way back to the reign of George III. It will 
serve the Pennsylvania statesman right if they call 
him professor.

IN THE NAME OF COOLIDGE. 

Republican strategy has become a bit difficult to 
follow. That party’s national committee issued a 
broadside recently, denouncing the spending policies 
of the Roosevelt administration, urging a return to 
“old-fashioned Coolidge economy,” and setting forth 
as a watchword a memorable utterance by the late 
President: “I am for economy. After that, I am 
for more economy.” . 

Evidently, that broadside failed to reach the Re 
publican members of the Senate. Those statesmen, 
at a meeting shortly after, agreed unanimously to 
make the Roosevelt Economy Act their first issue 
in Congress, and to back the American Legion's vet- 
erans’ relief program. 

We had fondly imagined the Economy Act would 
have delighted Mr. Coolidge beyond measure had he 
been here to see it. A saving of %3465,961,000 in the 
outlay for veterans and $468,407,608 in other Gov- 
ernment expenditures (total, $814,368,608) was thor- 
oughly in agreement with his policies. At least, we 
would judge so, recalling the statement in his mes- 
sage of December, 1924: “In my opinion, the Govern- 
ment can do more to remedy the economic ills of the 
people by a system of rigid economy in public expen- 
diture than can be accomplished through any other 
action.” And his words of May, 1924, when he vetoed 
the bonus bill: “The advantage ofa class cannot be 
greater than the welfare of the nation. The welfare 
of the whole country must be considered.”

DR. LOWELL ON CHILD LABOR. 

The most amazing thing about the child labor de- 
bate is the way opponents of the amendment, many 
of them otherwise highly rational individuals, pre- 
sent terrifying bugaboos as to what would happen 
if it were adopted. Dr. A. Lawrence Lowell, presi- 
dent emeritus of Harvard University, has joined the 
viewers-with-alarm, and his intellectual prestige 
doubtless will inspire the amendment’s enemies to 
fresh onslaughts, though he does no more than re- 
hearse the ancient fables. 

In Dr. Lowell’s statement, we encounter again the 
fear that Congress will regulate the child and the 
home, that boys and girls up to 18 will be forbidden 
to help with household tasks, that compulsory mili- 
tary training for all boys between 14 and 18 may re- 
sult. The poor little word “labor” has been stretched 
beyond endurance in these arguments, and Dr. Low- 
ell puts it on the Procrustean bed again. Empow- 
ering Congress to “limit, regulate and prohibit the 
labor” of children, to quote the amendment, does 
not, by any sane interpretation, apply to domestic 
life, to education or to military service. No measure 
has ever been before Congress to forbid children to 
work at home, and we can imagine no Congress 
fanatical enough to enact such a measure. 

Opponents of the amendment do not dare defend 
the sweat-shop, the lowering of adults’ wages, the 
impairment of children’s health, al] of which would 
be outlawed by the powers granted under the amend- 
ment. We do not believe the fantastic arguments 
they offer will deceive the American people. 
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CORRUPT PRACTICES IN RECOVERY WORK. 

If the current charges of graft and political abuses 
in CWA and PWA are borne out, they will be among 
the most contemptible breaches of public trust 
known in our history. Here are funds supplied by 
the people, designed to relieve the destitute and un- 
employed. Instead, it is charged, parts of them have 
been wasted or diverted by self-serving men, en- 
trusted with their administration, and in other cases, 
adherence to a particular political party has been 
made a requirement for obtaining employment. 

The two men under indictment in Iowa may be 
able to prove their innocence, but the removal by 
Secretary Ickes of one who held a PWA executive 
post is amply justified. Like Caesar’s- wife, men 
holding such responsibilities must be above suspi- 
cion. It is partly for this reason that Civil Works 
Administrator Hopkins is replacing civilian execu- 
tives in many cities with army officers. It is re- 
grettable that this is necessary, but no effort, no 
matter how drastic, should be spared to keep the 
administration of these huge funds on an honest 
basis. 

In addition to misusing the people’s money, these 
dishonorable activities weaken the President’s hand 
in his efforts to bring recovery. His opponents in 
Congress already have raised the charges of CWA 
graft asa reason for distrusting the administration. 
Both Mr. Roosevelt and Secretary Ickes have pledged 
that politics will be kept out of recovery work. They 
may be trusted to see that this is done, and that the 
corruptionists are driven out. It is a sad reflection on 
the state of public morals, however, that such con-

Roosevelt's aim is to purify capitalism, and make it people’s servant instead of their 
master, says British writer; asserts his success is imperative, to preserve American 
democracy; finds torces of old order fighting President, but their “dismal failure”

proached in magnitude or significance 
the adventure upon which President Roose- 
velt has embarked. President Roosevelt is 
the first statesman in a great capitalist so- 
ciety who has sought deliberately and sys- 
tematically to use the power of the state to 
subordinate the primary assumptions of that 
society to certain vital social purposes. 

He is the first statesman deliberately to 
experiment on a wholesale scale. with the 
limitation of the profit-making motive. He is 
the first statesman who, of his own volition, 
and without coercion, either direct or in- 
direct, has placed in the hands of organized 
labor a weapon which, if it be used success- 
fully, is bound to result in a vital readjust- 
ment of the relative bargaining power of 
capital and labor. He is also the first states- 
man who, the taxing power apart, has 
sought to use the political authority of the 
state to compel, over the whole area of eco- 
nomic effort, a significant readjustment of 
the national income. 

+ * . 

No unbiased spectator can withhold his 
admiration for the courage such an effort 
has implied. Success or failure, it bears 
upon its face the hallmarks of great leader- 
ship. Improvised in haste, devised under the 
grim pressure of crisis, imposed, as no doubt 
it has been imposed, in an atmosphere of 
panic and bewilderment, it stands out in re- 
markable, even significant, contrast to the 
economic policy of any other capitalist gov-. 
ernment in the world. 

President Roosevelt has, in effect, chal- 
lenged American capitalism to co-operate 
with him in transforming itself into a social 


R aertax apart, no modern state has un- 


. experiment. In doing so, he has displayed, 


granted the conditions he confronts, a cre- 
ative audacity, a sense of psychological es- 
sentials, an eye for the pivotal matters in-. 
volved, which deserve well of the common. 
wealth he seeks to serve. 

The America he took over in March, .1933, 
was in a highly dangerous condition. It was 
not merely that there was some 14,000,000 
unemployed, largely dependent upon a casual 
charity which was breaking down. It was 
not merely that, among the employed them- 
selves, short time was dangerously wide- 
spread. It was not merely that wages had 
been reduced during the depression. It was 
not merely that the whole banking structure 
of the United States was cracking and that 
the foundations of her currency system were 
completely insecure. Even more urgent were 
other facts. 2

The American people, dazed by the crisis, 
had lost confidence in the bona fides of the 
system under which they lived. Its prin- 
ciples seemed to them dubious, and they 
were prepared for a challenge to its values. 

The purposes which underlie the Roosevelt 


experiment constitute a perfectly intelligible _ 


whole. They represent a profound wave of 
half-articulate protest against the character 
of contemporary American capitalism, They 
express the realization that the centraliza- 
tion of financial power in Wall Street had 
become incompatible with public well-being, 
especially when Wall Street had shown itself 
so incapable of between that 
ll-being and its private interests, as: the

Senate revelations had made obvious. They 
express the demand, first, that American in- 
dustry and finance shall operate only under 
a code of behavior which makes public well- 
being a major factor in the policies 
they pursue, and, second, that the Govern- 
ment of the United States shall, as the agent 
of the citizens, be powerful enough to en- 
force the observance of that code upon all 
to whom it applies.

The Roosevelt experiment, in a word, is 


a systematic effort to put capitalism into 
leading strings of principle. It is to be the 


servant, and not the master, of the Ameri- © 


can people. For any other relationship is 
held, on experience, to be incompatible with 
ordered social progress. 

The changed temper was made the more 
inevitable by the crude optimism of capital- 
ism’s defenders in the era of Coolidge and 
Hoover. They had raised the exnectations of 
the multitude to such dizzy heights that their 
failure to satisfy them was bound to result 
in a scrutiny of foundations. 

The election of 1932 was the expression of 
nothing so much as a demand_-for this scru- 
tiny by angry, bewildered men who had en- 
tered the Promised Land only to discover 
that it was a desert. In dealing with their 
discontent, President Roosevelt has shown 
high qualities of enterprise and courage; but 
those who doubt the wisdom of his effort 
ought to remember that, unless he had 
shown those qualities, the patience of the 
multitude would have been brought to break- 


_ ing point. 


He is not a revolutionist pursuing some 
private Utopia by the light of an inner wis- 
dom. He is the logical expression of social 
forces and could hardly have acted other- 


wise if he wished to retain the character- 


istic contours of American life. His innova- 
tions spring, at every turn, from the obvious 
experience of events.

The 
victory of the gold revaluation bill 
is a graphic illustration of this 
situation. 

On legislation of local interest, 
however, ~"here the political effect 
is immediate, direct, and obvious, 
the picture is different. This in- 
cludes unemployment relief, public 
works, civi' works, veterans’ com- 
pensation, government pay restora- 
tuon. 

On these matters the President 
still leads, but not with a taut rein. 
As a matter of tactics he is hold- 
ing to his economy program. If 
he didn’t, Congress would run 
amuck, 

But he is fully aware that Con- 
gress can be pushed only so far 
on these questions. The whole of 
the House, and one-third of the 
Senate, are up for re-election this 
year, and there are many mem- 
bers whose political fate is direct- 
ly tied up with the amount of Fed- 
eral funds they can bring to their 
districts and states. 

The situation on these issues is 
one of give and take, with the 
President seeking by means of 
compromise: to save as much of 
his economy program as possible, 
and Congress exerting ceaseless 
counter pressure to whittle it away. 
So far, honors are about even. But 
the session is still young. As spring 
approaches and the primaries get un- 
der way, Congressional clamor for 
pie is certain to increase. 

Which explains why the Presi- 
dent is so desirous of winding up 
the session on or before May 1.

Weeks; E. A. Pierce & Co. Dom- 
inick & Dominick, J. S. Bache & 
Co., and E. F. Hutton & Co., all 


potent investment and brokerage 


firms. 

Last week, John Wing Prentiss, 
senior partner of Hornblower & 
Weeks, sought support for this ef- 
fort of the Senate bank investigat- 
ing committee. He had secret con- 
ferences with Chairman Fletcher 
and Senator Jim Couzens, laid a 
program before them. This called 
for public hearings on a detailed 
plan for a drastic house-cleaning of 
the exchange 

The Senate committee has no ob- 
jection to the Morgan ouster, but 
there is a catch in the rank-and- 
file plan. It calls for self-regula- 
tion instead of Federal control. 

Ferdinand Pecora, the commit- 
tee’s brilliant counsel, is opposed to 
granting a hearing until he has 
completed his secret inquiries into 


the operations of the stock ex-/- 


changes. He wants full opportu- 
nity to air publicly the juicy evi- 
dence his staff is now uncovering. 
Pecora holds that until this is done, 
the committee cannot judge ade- 
quately the reform program of the 
brokers. 

For this position Pecora has con- 
siderable support among commit- 
tee members. No matter what hap- 
pens, however, Fletcher and Cou- 
zens are insistent on some form 
of Federal regulation, are deter- 
mined to force the issue at this 
session of Congress.

St. Layis Symphony Orchestra 
te Phay for Monte Carlo 
Veoupe Feb. 23-24. 


With the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra accompanying, the Monte 
Carlo Ballet Russe will be present- 
ed in three performances at the 
Odeon on Friday evening, Feb. 23, 
and Saturday afternoon and eve- 
ning, Feb. 24, by the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Society, Manager Arthur 
Gaines announced today following 
the signing of contracts for the 
only appearances of the organiza- 
tion of 64 dancers west of the Mis- 
sissippi River. 

The Monte Carlo Ballet Russe 
is the successor of the famous Diag- 
liev Ballet Russe which toured 
America in 1916 and 1917. Around 
the nucleus of ballet artists, lead- 
erless after Diagliev’s death, Col. 
Serge de Basil, former director of 


the Russian Opera in Paris, has 
built this new organization, rein- 
forcing the Diagliev proteges with 
dancers also left without a leader 
by the death of Anna Pavlowa. The 
ballet was organized in 1930, and 
after a long preparation appeared 
in London and Paris. Six weeks 
ago it made its first appearances 
in New York. 


Sponsored by Monaco Princess. 


The title Monte Carlo’ derives 
from the fact that the organization 
is sponsored by Princess Charlotte 
of Monaco, of which principality 
Monte Carlo is the capital. Inciden- 
tally that capital was for many 
years the headquarters of Diagliev 
and his Russian ballet, and it was 
there Col. deBasil found the nucleus 
of original members of the Ballet 
Russe, about which his new organi- 
zation is built. 

Advising and aiding in the forma- 
tion of the Monte Carlo Ballet 
Russe, and in the training and 
preparation were Michael Fokine, 
Georges Blanchine and Mme. Bron- 
islava Nijinska—the sister of Nijin- 
sky—all famed internationally as 
creative artists of the bailet, to- 
gether with Leonide Massine, Col. 
deBasil’s closest collabarator and 
chief choreographer, as well as 
maitre de ballet of the new organi- 
zation. All of these were aids in 
the Diagliev Baliet Russe, and with 
them in the creation of the new 
Monte Carlo Ballet Russe joined. 
Serge Grigoriev, regisseur-general 
for Diagliev, and such proteges of 
that Russian genius who made two 
hemispheres ballet-minded as the 
dancers, David Lichine, Alexandra 
Danilova and Leon Woizikovsky. 

Three Different Programs. 

The St. Louis presentations call 
for three different programs, which 
are to be presented with the full St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra under 
the baton of Efrem Kurtz, a distin- 
guished Russian conductor who 
since he left his native land during 
the revolution has conducted the 
Stuttgart and Berlin Philharmonic 
orchestras, and has been guest con- 
ductor of the Covent Garden, Ber- 
lin, Hamburg and Leipzig operas. 
Because of his brilliant work with 
the Monte Carlo Ballet Russe in 
London last season, he will return 
to the British capital next year as 
guest conductor of the London Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 

In St. Louis for the first time the 
Monte Carlo Ballet Russe will have 
the collaboration of a regularly or- 
ganized and permanently’ estab- 
lished symphony orchestra, and the 
visit here for that reason is out- 
standing in the opinion of its direc- 
tors among all the visits of a brief 
Eastern tour which includes Pitts- 
burgh, Cleveland, Toledo, Chicago, 
Cincinnati. Washington, Baltimore 
and Philadelnhia. 

A full symphony orchestra {Is 
needed, for at least one symphony 
will be included in the offerings 
here—Tschaikowsky’s Fifth or 
“Fate” symphony in E minor, pre- 
sented under the title “Les Pay- 
sages” (“Destiny”). Another work 
frequently heard in concert form, 
but now presented in its original 
ballet conception, will be Stravin- 
sky's “Petrouchka.” If it is a far 
jump from Stravinsky to Bocche- 
rini the Monte Carlo Ballet Russe 
takes it as a flying leap in “The 
School of the Dance,” a humorous 
fantasy to music by the composer 
of the famous minuet. Other inter- 
esting ballets scheduled for pres- 
entation here are “Beach,” a mod- 
ern fantasy of the open air and the 
blue sea, of evening gowns and mer- 
maids; and “The Beautiful Dan- 
ube,” a dance built about Strauss’ 
immortal waltz, together with ex- 
cerpts from many other of his fa- 
vorite waltz masterpieces.

: The Legislature, through the $155; 
f 000,000 refunding bill, has effected 
i a compromise with the State’s cred- 
f itors on the greatest issue since a 
) decrease in revenues two years ago 
brought about a default in interest 
and maturity payments. 

Through the measure, which 
awaits only the signature of Gov. 
Futrell to become a law, a new 
contract has been offered by the 
State to its creditors which divides 
future revenues between them on 
a percen basis. 

— ap the most important 
concession made by holders of di-j, 
rect State highway obligations was 
their agreement to renounce their 
claim on 100 per cent of all high- 
way revenues, and allow the State 
to care for road improvement -dis- 

trict bonds, contractors’ claims and 

—83 of indebtedness issued 
for aid to municipal paving districts 

as well. 

What Is Provided. 

Stated briefly, this is what the 
measure provides: 

Setting aside 25 per cent of gross 
revenues, with a minimum of $2; 
000,000 a year, for road mainte- 
nance. 

Setting aside $5,019,181.07 a year 
for interest on refunding bonds is- 
sued for State highway and toll 
bridge bonds, road district bonds, 
certificates of indebtedness, fund- 
ing notes, DeValls Bluff bridge 
bonds and expenses of refunding. 

All other revenue will be divided 
as follows into funds for redemp- 
tion of various issues of refunding 
bonds: 

In 1934 and 1935, 25 per cent to 
State highway bonds; in 1936, 50 
per cent, and -annually thereafter, 
63.3 per cent for redemption of di- 

rect State highway bonds. 

In 1934 and 1935, 2.27 per cent to 
road improvement district bonds; 
in. 1936, 45.8 per cent, and annually 
thereafter 33.6 per cent to road 
district bonds. 

In 1934 and 1935, 2.7 uer cent to 
funding notes; in 1936, 1.8 per cent, 
and annually thereafter 13 per 
cent. 

In 1934 and 1935, 3.7 per cent to 
redemption of certificates of indebt- 
edness, 2.4 per cent in 1936 and 18 
per cent annually thereafter. 

$500,000 Minimum. 

The State covenanted nof to per- 
mit the redemption account for 
road district bonds to go below 
$500,000 a year. In event it does, 
the measure sets out that an imme- 
diate default shall be deemed to 
have occurred. 

Should any subsequent Legisla- 
ture change the percentage basis, 
the measure also stipulates that a 
default may be deemed to have oc- 
curred. 

The State further pledged that it 
would not permit the total reve- 
nues for maintenance and refund- 
ing purposes to go below $8,537,000 
a year. 

It further covenanted that any 
addition to the revenues provided 
in the bil] should be applied and 
paid as stipulated. 

Truck trailers and semi-trailers 
will pay higher license fees under 
the refunding measure, while only 
alight changes were made in truck 
and automobile license fee sched- 
ules. 

The license fees for automobiles 
will remain as at present, except 
that owners of four-cylinder cars 
five years old or more may procure 
licenses at one-fourth the rate ex- 
isting prior to 1933. In 1933 all cars 
four years old or more were given 
reductions to one-fourth the 1932 
rate.

Only the license fee for trucks of 
one and one-half tons capacity was 
raised in the measure. After the 
bill becomes a law, owners of this 
class of trucks will be required to 
pay $35 annually instead of $18. 

The Legislature, however, in rais- 
ing the fee for this class of trucks 
and of nearly all classes of trailers 
eliminated the “for hire” license 
which cost 50 per cent of the 
amount of the truck or trailer li- 
cense, and also repealed the tax of 
4 per cent on the gross revenues 
of commercial trucking firms.

ous instances in which men have 
persistently abused their constitu- 
tions and, despite that, have 
tained to what might be called a 
ripe old age, while, on the other 
hand, men of feeble constitution 
have taken scrupulous care of their 
health, only to succumb before they 
have achieved the average span of 
life. 

Nevertheless, if our ways of liv- 
ing cannot prolong, they can cer 
tainly cut short our lives. 

From Japan comes the report of 
an ingenious survey on longevity. 
Dr. Nakayama spent 10 years in 
the study. He sent a questionnaire 
to 10,000 persons who had attained 
80 years of age or more and in- 
quired of them relative to their 
manner of living, as well as to cer- 
tain factors in their environment. 

From the replies received he finds 
that living in cities shortens the 
life span. Also, that there are more 
aged women than men. According 
to his findings, the best place to 
live, from the point of view of 
longevity, is in a seaside village, 
and the worst, in a large city. 

A majority of the aged people he 


‘| found had long-lived grandparents, 


parents, brothers and sisters. They 
came from fairly large-sized fami- 
lies. Most of them belonged to the 
middle classes. The lower classes, 
however, he found had a larger 
number of long-living members 
than did the rich class. 

He observed that in the majority 
of cases the long-lived individual 
proved to be an eldest son or 
daughter. | 

The study disclosed that an un- 
married person seldom enjoys 
longevity; also, that the tall man 
has a greater chance to live long. 

Most of the long-living led a 
quiet life. They were not particular 
about what they ate. Half of them 
were teetotalers.
